This is the sixth installment of our informal status report on 
interagency work on Senators' questions for the record, and on 
other INF projects. Drafting agencies are asked to continue to 
make sure that copies of all completed packets are promptly 
distributed interagency, via Executive Secretary channel.

— Cohen/Boren, SSCI: 60 Qs, State TF tasked to ACDA. ACDA is 

pulling together interagency comments. New cut received from 
ACDA for final NSC clearance p.m. March 4. NSC cleared for 
submission to Hill March 9.
